AJB tbe government baa appropriated 


notquite $30,000,000 tor the improvement 
of the great lakes, their harbors and 
the rivera that rnn into them, the people 
of this country received through the 
cheapened distribution made possible bv 
this expenditure, in the single year of 
1800, four and a half times the total coat 
of tbe improvements ; or, to state the ad- 
vantages ol this improved water-way in 
another way, the coet of lake freight was 
GX per cent of the value of tbe goods 
transported; whereas if they had been 
transported at the average charge for 
railroad freight, the cost would hare 
been fully 46 per cent of their value. 
This percentage would have obviously 
taken so large a part of the value of a 
considerable proportion of the goods 
that the labor and profile of their produc- 
tion and distribution muet have been lost 
to the community if dependence bad 
been placed on railroads alone. 


An expression of sentiment in favor of 


a navigable canal should be made by 
every county convention of all political 
partiee, held in tliia valley, by every 
Farmers' Alliance, and by all other or- 
ganiEationa supposed to voice the senti- 
ment of the people and to demand those 
things necessary to their advancement 
«od prosperity. The state legislature 
should memorialize congress in behalf of 
tbe canal, and the people should see that 
their rcpreaentativea are alive to tbe im- 
portance of tbe measure and are pre- 
pared to give intelligent reasons for ask- 
ing aid from tbe government. Tbe next 
congressman from this district ehbnld be 
pledged to secure im appropriation if it 
lay within bin power to do so. In fact, 
every possible influence should be 
brought to bear on thii question until a 
•oooeMfal wlution has been leached.
